The man.in the street stopped shot

round a window in the busy thorough 
fare, their faces presseed against the 
ghu Because he teas a childless man 
with a great love of children buried in 
Ha, heart he stopped and joined the 
throng. The window was a large one, 
and filled with toys—that of course, 
was the attraction. 

”1 think it's a lovely story” said th 
fa* chubby child. 

"Yes, and it's a lovely story, too. and 
it is all about us,” replied the bi 
thoughtful looking girl. 

The man became interested . Th 
children’s chatter was unintelligible to 
him. 

“What's it all about,” asked the man 
with a smile. 

The children nudged each other, with 
whispers of shyness. Then a little girl 
spoke up frankly;- “This window tells 
a story of what the Junior Red Cross 
means, and shows you what it is doing” 

The man became interested—he was 
a hardlooking, matter-of-fact, ordinary 
business man of the type who sees lift 
as it is,—unimaginative, materialistic. 
“Go on with the story,” said the man 
with a smile. 

“Well, when all the nations were at 
war.” said the girl, “boys and girls 
learned to help the Red Cross Society, 
and they learned to knit and sew for 
the soldiers in the hospitals. Then the 
war stopped, but all these children 
thought there were still a lot of sick 


people in the world, and they wishei 
they could help il.t-ni too, .ins ill: 
hey had helped the soldiers. 

ihev soon found out that a- great 
','ig bunch of children were in ba 
shape because maybe their daddie 
were dead or their mothers were n 
able to take care of them, being poo 

"The ch : ldren made themselves int 
a big Junior Red Cross Society mad 
up of boys and girls all over the worl 
who were going to do all they could ti 
help other boys and giris that were no 
o happy as hemsek 
ed to look after them and get their sick¬ 
ness cured if they were too poor to 
pay for a doctor. They held meetings 
and had a real president in the chair, 
not a grown-up, but a boy or a girl, 
they had a secretary, too, and a news¬ 
paper of their own called the Red Cross 
Junior, where they read all about other 
Juniors. They paid 25 cents eaph to 
join and they had to earn their member 
ship fees not just ask their fathers 
and mothers for them, but to earn, 
hem, through, service. 

“At these meetings they talked over 
lots of things. Everybody was able to 
take part in the m etings if they want¬ 
ed to, for it was run by the children 
for the children. The girls would all 
f akc something to sew for the Relief 
service, and these garments would be 
sent away to some folks where sadness 
had come to their home, and they were 
not able to get clothes for their new 
baby, or the children needed something 
cosy to go to school in on the cold 
days. 

“The boys made things too, not in 
wool, but in wood, and these toys of 


folks who’-yfere .jtpo poor to get since 
presents for their chidren, so the Junior 
Led Cross played Santa Claus to 2,800 
children last winter, and sent out 14,400 
oys into the country. 

■ Look! thcr.e are the very things all 
pread out in the window to tell people 
what we arc doing,” and the child point 
. 1 with pardonable pride to a displaj’- 
hand-made toys that were worthy of 
of needlework and knitting and original 
praise. 

“Besides that work, we learn to take 
-are of our own health, and have little 
Health Talks and health game which 
If we play it properly will make us all 
ever so strong and healthy and we 
won’t need curing, for wc won’t get 
sick.” Th-e man smiled. He was a 
i'- pevtic. and envied the children their 
plowing health. 

“We learn what to cat, and soon we 
have to get First Aid lessons, and lots 
of other things. See! that window will 
show you a class of'^Tiildren away out 
on the prairie at a little hospital where 
the Juniors go down every month and 
take a lesson from the Red Cross 
Xurse There is a mother and her baby 
hi bed. All those girls are listening to 
a lecture on Baby Care from the nurse 
and then they will get the baby (just 
a great big doll you know) and they 
will dress it and fix the bed and learn 
a lot how to handle it. That’s nice, for 
when wc are big and grown-up mothers 
hen we will know the best way to do 
for our little babies. Then the boys get 
lessons In First Aid too. These prairie 
children just love their Re 1 Cross, 
Health classes.
